Peace and Justice Commission invites 
Father Hehir, schedules 12 workshops 
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YEAR OF PEACE, LOOK OF WAR — The U.S. bishops’ war and peace pastoral 
dominated the news during 1983. The document was issued ina year which saw U.S. 
involvement deepened in Central America and the Middle East, and the deployment of 
more U.S. nuclear missiles in Europe. Debate on these issues involves the Church at 


all levels.

Father J. Bryan Hehir, staff consultant 
to the U.S. bishops for their pastoral 
letter The Challenge of Peace: God’s Promise 
and Our Response, will be the principal 
speaker Saturday, Jan. 21, at an all-day, 
diocesan-wide conference on _ the 
document. Father Hehir is director of the 
Office of International Justice and Peace 
of the U.S. Catholic Conference. 


The Jan. 21 program, called ‘‘Accept 
the Challenge: Continuing the 
Dialogue,’’ is sponsored by Bishop Leo 
T. Maher and the Diocesan Peace and 
Justice Commission, and is one of several 
diocesan events held in connection with 
the pastoral. It will take place in Camino 
Theater on the University of San Diego 
campus from 9:30 a.m. to 4 p.m.; 12 
workshops will be offered in addition to 
Father Hehir’s two presentations. 


A CLERGY day for priests and 
deacons on the letter was held last April 
25 at St. Francis Seminary. It was 
conducted by Father Robert Egan, S.J., 
of the Jesuit School of Theology in 
Berkeley. Father Egan then returned to 
the diocese July 23 under Peace and 
Justice Commission sponsorship for a 
“Day of Dialogue’’ with Religious and 


| jaity at the University of San Diego. 


The Commission, said Sister Davida 
Willis, SSS, has just concluded a series of 
parish-based programs of four sessions 
each on the pastoral letter as part of its 
continuing efforts to assist in 
implementing the letter as a teaching 
document.

Msgr. Eagen named moderator of the curia 


ALCALA PARK — Msgr. I. Brent 
Eagen has been named ‘‘moderator of the 
curia,’’ a new position envisioned under 
the revised Code of Canon Law that took 
effect last Nov. 27. The announcement 
was made by Bishop Leo T. Maher Dec. 
9, following a meeting of the clergy 
personnel board. 


Msgr. Eagen will continue as 
chancellor of the Diocese of San Diego, a 
position he has held since January of 
1968; he is also pastor of Mission Basilica 
San Diego de Alcala.

moderator of the curia only briefly (Can. 
473), and says he ‘‘must be a priest. 


SAN DIEGO — The Diocese of San 
Diego is sponsoring a weekly religious 
radio program to be carried on stations 
throughout the state of California; the 
broadcasts begin Jan. 6. The 15-minute 
program, Voces de Peregrinos, (Pilgrim’s 
Voice) is a project of the bishops of both 
Baja and Alta California. Included are 
interviews, drama with professional 
actors, a commentary by a bishop, and 
prayer and song. Locally, the broadcasts 
will be carried by three stations. On 
Fridays, Voces de Peregrinos can be heard 
at 8:45 p.m. on KICO (1490 kH). serving 
the Calexico-Mexicali area; on 
Saturdays, KMJC (910 kH), serving the 
San Diego-Tijuana area, will carry the 
programs, beginning at 7:15 a.m.; and on 
Sundays, the program will be heard in the 
Coachella-Imperial Valley area on 
KVIM (970 kH), at 8:45 a.m. 


Under the bishop’s authority, the 
moderator is to coordinate activities 
concerning administrative matters and to 
ensure that the others who belong to the 
curia properly fulfil the offices entrusted 
to them.”’ 


The Code (Can. 469) defines the curia 
as being ‘‘composed of those institutes 
and persons who assist the bishop in 
governing the entire diocese, especially in 
directing pastoral action, in providing for 
administration of the diocese, and in 
exercising judicial power.’’ 


The Code also provides for the 
continuance of a vicar general, a position 
filled by Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. 
Chavez, and for episcopal vicars, all of 
whom must be priests; a chancellor is also 
called for, along with a diocesan financial 
officer, neither of whom need be priests. 


THE NAMING of Msgr. Eagen as 
moderator of the curia will continue him 
as “‘chief executive officer’? of the 
diocese, said Father John Proctor, vice- 
officialis of the diocesan tribunal. 


Under the old Code of Canon Law, he 
commented, the chancellor was 
“technically the diocesan archivist,’’ and 
continues as such in most of the world. 
But in the United States, ‘‘because of the 
deeds and other papers which came across 
his desk,’’ added Father Proctor, the 
chancellor also fills the chief 
administrative-executive position. 
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Msgr. I. Brent Eagen 
Will continue as chancellor 


Starting with the next issue, Southern 
Cross begins a four-page weekly religious 
education supplement called Faith 
Today.

Another round of parish programs will 
begin this spring, starting at Blessed 
Sacrament in May, said Sister Davida.

Pope meets 
with Agca

ROME (NC) — Pope John Paul II 
Dec. 27 met the man convicted of 
shooting and wounding him in 1981, 
Mehmet Ali Agca, and later called him 
“fa brother who enjoys my complete 
trust.’” 


The extraordinary 20-minuté private 
meeting took place in Agca’s cell at 
Rome’s top-security Rebibbia prison. It 
followed a chapel prayer service for 400 
male inmates, who: spoke with the pope 
individually and often emotionally. 


A VATICAN press spokesman said the 
pope and Agca, a Moslem, spoke ‘‘in 
very low voices, in an almost-confessional 
tone.’’ The two met alone inside the cell, 
he said, while a few Vatican and prison 
officials waited outside the cell’s open 
door. 


Pope John Paul and Agca sat next to 
each other on the cell’s two chairs, the 


spokesman said, and those outside the © 


room did not hear what was spoken 

between them. 
At the end of the encounter, he said,

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WIVES, TOO — The National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops has asked people involved 
in diaconal ministry — from bishops to 
deacons and their wives — for reactions to 
proposed revisions of the guidelines for the 
formation and ministry of deacons. 

WITHDRAWAL — The Sisters of Charity 
of Nazareth and the Trappists at the Abbey of 
Our Lady of Gethsemane, both in Nelson 
County, Ky., announced plans to withdraw 
from a civil defense program proposed by the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency. 
Both signed contracts in the 1960s making 
their facilities available for civil defense 
programs but have decided, ‘‘We don’t want 
to be part of planning for nuclear war.”’ 

PEOPLE BURGERS? — A vacuum in 
agricultural policy creates a moral dilemma 
that makes “‘hamburger out of our people,”’ 
said Father Leonard Kayser, Sioux Falls 
diocesan director of the National Catholic 
Rural Life Conference. ‘‘Family farmers 
always get ground up in the violence of land 
and food policy abuse,’’ he said. 

MAKES PLEA — Cardinal Timothy 
Manning of Los Angeles called for an 
investigation by the Peruvian and U.S. 
governments into the death of Columban 
Sister Joan Mary Sawyer, killed Dec. 14 while 
a hostage in a jail break attempt in Lima, 
Peru. The cardinal made his plea at a 
memorial Mass for the nun. 

CLANDESTINE CHURCH? — The 
Vatican is willing to support an underground 
Church in Czechoslovakia if the Church is 
hindered in its public activities, said a Vatican 
official. ‘‘The Vatican’s business is the 
Church, whether or not the Church is 
clandestine is irrelevant,’’ said Polish-born 
Msgr. Mariano Oles, staff member of the 
Vatican Congregation for Bishops. 

CHALLENGE — Changes in the U‘S. 
social and work patterns challenge parents to 
create ‘‘a new way of life’’ that lets them relax 


and spend more time with their families, said 
Canadian Archbishop Edouard Gagnon, 
recently named head of the Pontifical Council 
for the Family. ae 

INJUNCTION ISSUED — A federal 
judge has issued a preliminary injunction 
against a new rule which forbids suspected 
illegal aliens to work while on bail. An 
attorney for the National Center for 
Immigrants’ Rights, the group that sought the 
injunction, said the new Immigration and 
Naturalization Service regulation is ‘‘brutal 
from a human rights standpoint.”’ 

‘DEPRESSED’ — A Bulgarian suspect in 
the 1981 attempted assasination of Pope John 
Paul II is being transferred from prison for 
health reasons and placed under house arrest, 
Italian authorities said Dec. 21. The decision 
to transfer Sergei Ivanov Antonov came after 
Judicial officials saw reports by prison doctors 
who had examined him for depression, weight 
loss and general failing health after more than 
a year in prison. 

‘DESERTED’ — Zambian Archbishop 
Emmanuel Milingo has accused African 
bishops of deserting him when his faith healing 
faced severe scrutiny. The archbishop, who 
claims to be a faith healer, said Africans must 
recognize their dignity and stop joining other 
people from other parts of the world ‘‘who 
considered whatever came from Africa as 
being of little importance.”’ 

‘STAY OUT’ — Polish Cardinal Jozef 
Glemp of Gniezo and Warsaw urged priests to 
stay out of politics and called for more 
tolerance between the communist government 
and its Solidarity opponents. He issued the 
calls in a Christmas message made available to 
Western journalists. 

NEW DIOCESE — Pope John Paul II 
created a Ukrainian diocese in the United 
States and named an archbishop for Dubuque, 
Iowa. He named Auxiliary Bishop Robert M. 
Moskal of the Ukrainian Archdiocese of 
Philadelphia to head the new. Ukrainian 
Diocese of St. Josaphat, which will be 
headquartered in Parma, Ohio, He named 
Bishop Daniel W. Kucera of Salina, Kan., to 
head the Archdiocese of Dubuque, succeeding 
Archbishop James J. Byrne, who retired last 
August. 


CAN’T STARVE — Elizabeth Bouvia, a 
26-year-old quadriplegic cerebral palsy victim, 
may not starve herself to death in a public 
hospital, a judge ruled Dec. 16. California 
Superior Court Judge John H. Hews ruled 
that Ms. Bouvia may have a right to terminate 
her own life (suicide is not illegal in 
California), but that ‘‘this right has been 
overcome by the strong interest of the state and 
the society — preservation of life.’’ 

‘BALANCED’ — The recent sex education 
guidelines issued by the Vatican are a 
“carefully balanced treatment’’ of the subject, 
said Bishop James W. Malone of Youngstown, 
Ohio, president of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops. The bishop said the 
document, Educational Guidance in Human Love: 
Outlines for Sex Education, encourages those 
involved in ‘‘the delicate task of education for 
human sexuality.’’ 

PRIESTLY PRIORITY — Priests ‘‘must 
give priority’? to the ministry of the 
confessional, Pope John Paul II told a group of 
U.S. priests. The pope stressed the priests’ 
unique role as ‘‘Christ’s ambassadors of 
reconciliation.”’ 


‘MONSTROUS’ — Cardinal Tomas 
O’Fiaich of Armagh, Northern Ireland, 
condemned a terrorist bombing in London by 
members of the outlawed Irish Republican 
Army as “‘a monstrous crime against God and 
humanity.’’ Pope John Paul II asked prayers 
for the victims. A Dec. 17 blast killed five and 
injured 91 lunch-hour Christmas shoppers 
outside a leading London department store. 

SEX ED DEEP-SIXED? — A coalition 
opposed to sex education programs called on 
the U.S. Catholic Conference to abandon its 
guidelines, Education in Human Sexuality for 
Christians, and asked two priests who work with 
family life issues to renounce the guidelines. 
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Into Thy hands, O Lord, we commend the spirits of these 
beloved ones who are gone before us into the realm of Thy 


eternal happiness and peace.

Dr. Anita Figueredo gets

LA JOLLA — At last fall’s meeting of 
U.S. bishops in Washington, the prelates 
agreed to work on new _pastorals 
regarding women and Hispanics — old 
issues to Dr. Anita Figueredo, a local 
Latin surgeon. 


The 62-year-old parishioner of Mary, 
Star of the Sea Church, is a new member 
of the Bishops’ Advisory Council and 
begins her four-year term this March. 
She is one of two delegates chosen to 
represent Region 11 at the twice-yearly 
meetings of the National Council of 
Catholic Bishops. 


SHE HAS been showered with many 
awards during her medical career, honors 
she thinks she received because of her 
novelty. A 1942 Look magazine article 
told of her role as one of the first two 
women admitted to the residency 
program at Memorial Hospital (now 
Memorial-Sloane Kettering) in New 
York. 


Dr. Figueredo was the first woman 
surgeon in San Diego. She worked here 
15 years before another female surgeon 
came to the city. 


““Mine makes the best story and so I’ve 
had honors just heaped on me. I was 
getting honors just because it was 
unusual,’’ she said. : 


THE MOTHER of 10 achieved a 
great deal in a short time because, ‘‘I 
always wanted to be a doctor and never 
had any deviation from the plan.”’ 


She was born in Costa Rica and 
baptized Roman Catholic at age one. 
When she was five years old her mother 
moved to the United States because Anita 
was already determined to become a 
doctor and that opportunity was non- 
existent in her homeland. 


“‘T was always in a hurry and skipped 
grades where I could,’’ she said. She 
graduated from high school at 15, had her 
B.A. degree at 19 and was a physician at 
ZS: 


THE ONLY moment of doubt about 
her profession, she said, came on the first 
day of medical studies as she stood in a 
room filled with tarp-covered cadavers 
that reeked of formaldehyde. 


Dr. Figueredo’s Catholic faith was 
tested when she was in high school. She 
attended a Methodist boarding high 
school in Virginia. Her teachers made 
sacrifices so she and the other four 
Catholics in the school could get to the 
twice-monthly regional Mass. (The 
administration either paid taxi fare to and 
from Mass or provided rides.)

“The Catholic experience was terrible 
in the South,’’ she remembered. Mass 
was offered by an ‘‘itinerant priest who 
had nothing to share except how terrible 
the Protestants were,’’ she said. 


SHE WENT to Manhattanville 
College of the Sacred Heart in New York 
on a scholarship and entered the school on 
the condition she would not have to 
accept any Catholic teaching. ‘‘I was not 
a practicing Catholic when I went to 
Manhattanville and had no plans of 
returning to the Church,’’ Dr. Figueredo 
said. 


Her classmates still ‘‘remember with 
horror’’ her arguments about religion. ‘‘I 
wouldn’t accept a single thing.”’ 


However, she had an ‘‘intellectual 
conversion’’ and was confirmed at age 
19. The examples given by a Jesuit priest 
and the Sisters at the college had an effect 
on her, she remembered. 


“Y COULD see that the Catholic 
Church certainly had the right answers 
and charity and compassion,’’ she added. 


In 1942 she married a medical school 
classmate, William J. Doyle. Her 
husband is now a retired physician- 
pediatrician. She did not change her 
name to Doyle, because, ‘‘It always 
seemed reasonable.’’ The change would 
have been difficult with the board of 
medical licensing, and would have caused 
confusion in her professional life. 
Abandoning her Latin name would "have 
lessened her impact as a Latin role model,

A departing editor looks back 


After 160 installments, this column comes to an end, with my 
resignation as editor of Southern Cross. 

Having gone through a very painful, but prayerful process, I 
have made the decision to disassociate myself from the Eudists — 
to leave Religious life. Due to this change in my status, Bishop 
Maher has accepted my resignation. 


_ When Bishop Maher turned over direction of Southern Cross 
to me in 1980, he gave me a mandate to “‘turn the newspaper ~ 
around.”’ I said ‘‘yes’’ to the bishop, and immediately began to 
investigate the many problem areas of the newspaper. Content. 
Circulation. Advertising. Subscriptions. The list could go on and 
on. 

However, there had to be a starting point. I believe that 
Southern Cross had to once again have material in it worth 
reading, and it had to be presented in such a manner to make you 
want to read it.

‘Erroneous’ 


In the article ‘‘Vatican tells Mercy 
Sisters to stop tubal ligations’’, Sr. Mary 
Jo Anderson erroneously claimed that 
Mercy Hospital in San Diego has never 
allowed direct sterilizations. This directly 
contradicts testimony and exhibits before 
the California Courts (Marmion v. Mercy 
Hospital). Not only does Sr. Anderson 
personally not have a problem with tubal 
ligations (Reporter’s transcript p. 393, 
lines 13-17) but exhibits of pathology 
specimens demonstrated that direct tubal 
ligations were being performed on private 
patients at Mercy. 


This practice complements Mercy’s 
policy of referring its clinic clients for 
sterilization procedures to be done by its 
resident doctors under the supervision of

Urbi et Orbi 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II, in an 
impassioned Christmas appeal, urged nations to stop spending 
enormous sums on sophisticated weapons while men, women 
and children die of hunger. 


The pope’s strongly worded Urb: et Orbi message to the city. and 
the world followed festive Masses in St. Peter’s Basilica. 


Speaking to 80,000 people from the main loggia window of the 
basilica Dec. 25, Pope John Paul offered thanks for God’s eternal 
love, ‘‘which comes down like a frail infant into the history of 
each human being.”’ 


Then, his voice rising, the pope turned his attention to the 
social and political realities of the modern world. 


‘‘Look with the eyes of the newborn child upon the men and 
women who are dying of hunger, while enormous sums are being 
spent on weapons,”’ he said, to the applause of those gathered in 
the square. 


‘‘Look upon the unspeakable sorrow of parents witnessing the 
agony of their children imploring them for that bread which they 
have not got but which could be obtained with even a tiny part of 
the sums poured out on sophisticated means of destruction, 
which make even more threatening the clouds gathering on the 
horizon of humanity,’’ the pope said. 


There is a ‘‘cry of peace that rises from the peoples being 
martyred by war’’ that speaks to those able to negotiate 
honorable solutions to world tensions, he added. 


‘Took upon our world of today, with its hopes and 
disappointments, with its high aspirations and its vile deeds, with 
its noble ideas and its humiliating compromises,’’ he said. 

‘“‘Impel individuals and peoples to break down the wall of 


selfishness, of arrogance and hate, in order to open themselves to 
fraternal respect for all human beings,’’ the pope added.

A new Advent 


Although the Church’s annual observance of the Advent 
season has come to a close with the celebration of Christmas, 
Pope John Paul II has given us reason to follow the example of 
John the Baptist throughout the year, as we attempt to ‘‘Make 
straight the way of the Lord”’ through our renewed efforts for the 
restoration of Christian unity. 


When the Holy Father visited the Evangelical-Lutheran 
Church in Rome last month, he described the meeting as a gift 
that ‘‘...moves me from the bottom of my heart.’’ Quoting from 
his encyclical letter Redemptor Hominis, he restated his view that as 
the year 2000 draws near, ‘‘We find ourselves in a certain way in 
the time of a new Advent, in a time of waiting.”’ 


The Popesemplained that he had:-accepted the Lutherans’ 
invitation because ‘*:. sie Spirit of God is calling us to search for 
full unity of Christians through ecumenical dialogue.’’ 
Recognizing that Catholics and Lutherans ‘‘are linked by the 
bond of a specially close relationship,’’ he pointed out the 
solidarity of all Christians. “‘Even with the apparent division in 
doctrine and life...,’’ he said, ‘‘we yearn for unity, and we 
concern ourselves with unity, without letting ourselves be 
discouraged by the difficulties which can arise along the way.” 


Remembering the birth of Martin,Luther 500 years ago, John 
Paul II invited the congregation to look ahead for the dawning of 
the recomposition of Christian unity and community. ‘‘This 
unity,’’ he said, ‘‘is the fruit of daily renewing, conversion and 
repentance on the part of all Christians in the light of the eternal 
Word of God: It is likewise the best manner of preparing the way 
for God’s arrival in our world.” 


The ‘‘new Advent’’ finds a disunited Church in a time of 
waiting, Church leaders and theologians from the various 
Christian traditions attempt through dialogue to resolve 
doctrinal differences. Meanwhile each Christian must strive to 
deepen his own union with Christ and to overcome personal 
differences with other Christians. Thus reconciled with God and 
with one another, the Church (as it awaits the Savior’s return) 
will more effectively ‘‘Make straight the way of the Lord.”’

These are fascinating, provocative days, coming as 
they do at the very beginning of a new year. We can look 
down the months and days of 1984 and find them blank 
and waiting for us — like the empty pages of those bound 
books stationers sell for us to ‘‘personalize,’’ and which 
we can fill with whatever pleases us.

A new year is like that. Full of possibilities. Full of 
opportunities. Full of new chances to make our pact with 
life so that we will not wander like strangers through the 
days, but walk creatively like the travellers, pilgrims, that 
we are, confident that life was made for us to use, not to 
be used by. There is such a wealth of new chances to do 
new things and grow in new ways or learn and understand 


’ differently! 


When we look back over the last year, our 
achievements may not seem too clear — so many other 
footprints have overlaid our own it may not be easy to 
discern just where we have been or what design we have 
left. There is little time to stand and regret or fret over 
what did not happen last year or what we lost or mislaid. 
We cannot loiter too long beside our pilgrim way with all 
that untravelled road ahead. 


THE MARK we will leave upon this virgin year may 
not be spectacular or worldshaking; it may not be as 
beautiful or profitable as we might wish, but it will be our 
particular response to whatever lies ahead and as such will 
be immensely valuable, both to us and our world. 
However quietly we may live, in’ whatever obscure 


corner, we may be confident that what we do in this year 


of life will be important in ways we cannot know and 


noticed by eyes we do not see. 


The trick to living in contentment and, paradoxically, 
in excitement, is to see our life and contribution to the 
world in its uniqueness, not comparatively. Someone may 
prefer your herring-bone footprints to my toe-dragging 
lines, but that does not affect the value of my individual 
self-expression. We can live this year very much as we 
would like to, regardless of what happens, if we can hold 
to a vision of our ongoing mission or quest in which all 
hazards or joys we might encounter have a lawful and 
meritorious place; in which we can lay claim to every inch 
of the road — with every footfall. 


Perhaps I am so diverted by the idea of new chances 
because I am inclined to be impatient and so make many 
mistakes, and need many opportunities to redeem myself! 
That is one thing I have always loved about God. He is 
not only very free with second-chances, He is just ‘as 
lavish with third and fourth and fifth ones! To us slow- 
learners, that is a priceless boon. 


AND SO, TO overstretch the metaphor perhaps, the 
tide of life will always come in high and wipe off old 
patterns to make new ones possible; there are always 
newly-washed beaches awaiting; more possibilities for 
redemption. Orwell notwithstanding, this is a year of 
tremendous potential — and all of it ours! 


‘The potential is there’ 


1984 has finally dawned. Will it be anything like 1984, 
the 1949 book by George Orwell? He predicted a Super 
State composed of the worst elements of fascism and 
Communism. He foresaw some State excesses: attempts 
at thought control, technology developed at the expense of 
human beings. The English author also foretold of 
government by slogans. One was ‘‘War is Peace,’” which 
sounds eerily like President Reagan’s name for the MX 
missile, that engine of gigantic destruction, called the 
‘*Peacekeeper.”’ 


Have elements of 1984 appeared in Church affairs?. 


One word that Orwell did not originate, but which 
became popular in his time, is the ‘‘Establishment.’’ The 
name indicates that social or political body in possession 
of a nation, society, or culture. It dictates procedures, 
seeks to maintain itself in power, labels independent 
thinkers as ‘‘rebels.’’ 


IT CAN BE said Christ and the Gospels are hard on 
the ‘‘establishment.’’ That was the body that rejected 
Him: the then ‘‘Church’’ establishment as well as the

political one. The apostles in the early church were not of 
the establishment and in fact were persecuted by it. Are 
there ‘‘establishments’’ in the Church today? Rather than 
say there are, let’s indicate where there may be potentials 
for such. 


Liturgical Establishment: Let this suggest “those in 
control of worship who want all believers to follow 
patterns dictated and interpreted by them. (This is not the 
Liturgy as such; rather, those who say, ‘‘Liturgy belongs 
to us; we declare what is proper.’”) Members of such 
establishments want to say what people at various levels of 
society must do in order to qualify for ‘‘worship.’’ They 
denounce others who sometimes say that the legalistic and 
rigid interpretations proposed are often farfetched and 
occasionally devvid of common sense. 


The ‘‘Gospel Values’? Establishment. This indicates 
that new and growing group who say their interpretation 
of the demands of the Gospel is the only authentic one. 
What “‘Gospel values’’ (now overused and overworked) 
mean has become muddied, mostly because this clique 


will brook no other interpretations of how the Gospel is to 
be applied in our day. 


THE CLERICAL Establishment. No, this does not 
mean priests, pastors of souls. Rather, it means ‘‘clerics”’ 
in the old sense of bureaucrats. Such ‘‘clerics’’ are those 
who know the rules and regulations (they are 
“‘educated’’) but lack the Christian charity and the 
common sense to know that laws are made for people and 
not people for laws. The members of this establishment 
seek to interpret rigidly the most minute prescriptions and 
rules at the risk of disturbing the lives of people. Such 
bureaucrats present to the community not the Church of 
Christ but a church that itself is to be used to get people to 
do what the bureaucrats say must be done. 


We do not say these exist, but the potential is there. Let 
others add what they might see as incipient 
Establishments. As was said, there must not be room in 
Christ’s Church for any establishment. Christ ate with 
sinners and publicans; it is clear that He was more 
comfortable with non-establishment persons and even 
those not accepted by it. 


Loss of trust is media’s own fault 


Time magazine reported in its Dec. 12 cover story that 

public confidence in the news media is at an all-time low. 
A charge like that requires substantiation, sod offera few 
examples which were not mentioned in the. Times ‘cover 
story. 81} 
After 11 years, the major media still assert that the 
Supreme Court legalized abortion ‘‘in the first three 
months of pregnancy.’’ Yet abortion was legalized right 
up to the moment of birth. 


WHEN ST. Maximilian Kolbe was canonized, it was 
widely reported that this Polish martyr was 
‘<controversial’’ because he was alleged to have been anti- 
Semitic. Yet months before, an American Jewish 
newspaper sponsored a painstaking investigation of 
Kolbe’s life and writings and publicly concluded that the 
charges of anti-Semitism were without any basis. 


During the past year, virtually every newspaper in the 
country argued that tuition tax credits would hurt public 
schools. No one has explained how this disastrous 
consequence would follow, and no one has alluded to the 
large body of statistical and sociological evidence that 
indicates that tuition tax credits could be the salvation of 
major city public school systems. 

When a Michigan judge refused to authorize an 
abortion on an eleven-year-old girl who was a ward of his 
court, it was widely reported that the judge was a Catholic 
and the signer of an anti-abortion newspaper ad. Protests 


against his ruling by pro-abortion groups were duly 
recounted. What was not reported was that the girl in 
question did not want an abortion and that the judge had 
no legal authority to force her to submit to the operation. 


WHEN THE school prayer amendment was being 
debated, the media reported that opponents of the 
measure claimed it was unneccessary because truly volun- 
tary prayer was permitted anyway. They did not report 
that in 1981 a Federal Court of Appeals had ruled other- 
wise, stating that ‘‘nothing could be more dangerous’ 
than for school officials to permit students to meet for 
prayer on their own. 

Irish political prisoners are routinely described as 
‘terrorists,’’ yet it is not reported that they have been 
convicted without adversary trials, usually on the basis of 
confessions extracted under duress in non-jury judicial 
proceedings that would shame the Soviet Union. 
Similarly, the terrorist acts routinely committed by 
British occupation forces in Ireland, including the cold- 
blooded murder of children, are never mentioned except 
in connection with the violent reprisals which they 
provoke. The conflict in occupied Ireland is consistently 
referred to as a sectarian struggle between Catholics and 
Protestants, when in fact it is a colonial war between the 
British and the Irish, not over religion, but over 
nationality. 

Two years ago, the bodies of 16,338 aborted babies 
were found in an abandoned storage container in Los 


Angeles. Since that time, a court case has been dragging 
on to determine whether these bodies can be buried. Yet 
this story has been so thoroughly suppressed that news 
editors for major metropolitan media outlets have been 
totally unaware of it. 


COMMENTATORS on the Baby Jane Doe case in 
Stony Brook, New York, have confidently asserted that, 
unless this baby is left to die, she will face a life of useless 
pain and suffering. Yet this assertion could be made only 
if her medical condition were known, and the secrecy 
regarding her medical condition is precisely what the 
court is about. Neither the press nor the public knows 
what the prognosis for this child might be if she is treated, 
because her physicians refuse to let the authorities see her 
records. 


All of these are stories which, from my own 
acquaintance with the issues, I know to have been 
misreported. Our free press has failed us. It acts as if it 
were a controlled press. It does not deliver the news fairly, 
accurately or completely. Whether this is due to bias, 
laziness or simple incompetence is an open question. 
What matters is that the American people have been 
cheated of the benefits of freedom of the press by the very 
people who are supposed to be the chief custodians of that 
freedom — the press. And that is why public confidence 
in the media has hit bottom.

‘WASHINGTON (NC) — Even before a single word 
has been set on paper, a proposed pastoral letter by the 
U.S. bishops on the American economy is generating a 
debate similar to that which accompanied the bishops’ 
war and peace pastoral issued last May. 


In recent weeks leading business magazines, such as 
Fortune and Business Week, have published short but 
stinging articles accusing the bishops of trying to write the 
Democratic Party’s presidential platform or of promoting 
socialism. A mid-December symposium on the proposed 
pastoral, held at the University of Notre Dame, also 
added fuel to the rhetorical fire over the letter. 


THAT THE proposed pastoral already is generating 
such an intense discussion comes as somewhat of a 
surprise, given the history of the war and peace letter and 
the more esoteric subject being addressed in the new 
pastoral. The debate over the previous letter — on a topic 
emotionally significant to major portions of the American 
public — didn’t fully erupt until after that pastoral’s first 
draft was issued in mid-1982. 


But while the field of economics doesn’t evoke as strong 
an emotional response as does the question of nuclear 
conflict, economic policy issues do tend to generate heated 
debate among such figures as economists, corporate 
executives, union leaders and politicians. 


In part the bishops’ committee which will draft the 
pastoral finds itself in the middle of this debate because of 
the four controversial economic issues which, the 
committee says, the new pastoral will address. Those 
topics — employment, poverty, trade and economic 
planning — are issues which have intense advocates on all 
sides. 


ON EMPLOYMENT, for instance, Archbishop 
Rembert Weakland of Milwaukee, chairman of the 
drafting committee, has said Catholic social teaching can 
make a case for employment creation as a top national 
priority. That undoubtedly will get the bishops into the 
thick of such ongoing debates as the definition of ‘“‘full 
employment,” the government’s role as an employer of 
last resort, and the value of such programs as the 
Comprehensive Employment and Training Act, or 
CETA, which many Church groups supported but which 
the Reagan administration dismantled as wasteful. 


Economic planning is another topic which is bound to 
raise controversy no matter what the bishops say, given

the growing national debate over whether economies such 
as Japan’s operate more efficiently than systems where 
there is less overall government planning or industrial 
policy-setting. : 

One example of the debate already taking place in 
Washington over the bishops’ letter came at a recent 
public policy symposium sponsored by the -American 
Enterprise Institute, a 40-year-old ‘‘think tank’’ with 
close ties to the Republican Party. At a session on 
‘Religion and the Economy”’ chaired by AEI resident 
scholar Michael Novak several participants debated 
whether the bishops should say anything about 
economics. : 


WHILE SOME argued that the bishops have no 
particular expertise in economics and should not be 
expected to provide any enlightenment in that field, 
others said the Church has a legitimate pastoral concern 
for the effects of unemployment or plant closings and 
should be free to contribute its concerns to the public 
debate. 


Also at the session Jesuit Father Thomas M. Gannon, 
director of the Woodstock Theological Center at 
Georgetown University, delivered a lengthy paper in 
which he argued, among other things, that in an 
advancing modern society with complex economic choices 
religious institutions can provide an important moral base 
that can counteract secularizing influences on economic 
development. 


Archbishop Weakland made a similar point when, 
during the mid-November general meeting of the US. 
bishops, he delivered a progress report on the economic 
pastoral, a report in which he also revealed that the first 
draft will not be released until after next November’s 
presidential elections to avoid false political implications. 


IN THE report he said the committee found through 
the hearings it had been conducting on the issue that there 
is a need ‘‘to bring to the empirical debate the moral and 
ethical dimensions that are too often left aside.’’ 


If that is the case then the pastoral on the American 
economy will have attempted to do one of the same things 
that the bishops’ war and peace pastoral did: bring to the 
debate over a major public policy issue a moral 
perspective which some in the Church believe is too often 
lacking in highly technical issues. 
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Walesa harassed after 
prize is given to monastery 


WARSAW, Poland (NC) — Lech Walesa, Nobel 
Peace Prize winner, was stopped 11 times by police Dec. 
13, detained briefly and summoned to appear Dec. 14 at a 
police station in Gdansk, Poland, as a witness in an 
unspecified criminal case. 


The founder of the outlawed Solidarity union was 
harassed after he donated his Nobel medal to the Jasna 
Gora monastery, the shrine of Our Lady of Czestochwa, 
patroness of Poland. Walesa’s wife, Danuta, and son, 
Bogdan, received the medal for Walesa in Oslo, Norway, 
Dec. 10. 


ACCORDING TO Father Henryk Jankowski, a group 


’ that included Walesa, his wife, son and Father Jankowski 


was repeatedly stopped and searched by police as they 
drove the 280 miles from Czestochowa to their home in 
Gdansk. 


Father Jankowski said they were held for two hours in 
Lodz and a drive which normally takes about seven hours 
took 12 hours. 


He said he thought the police might have been 
searching for texts of a speech Walesa had said he would 
deliver Dec. 16, the anniversary of the 1970 riots in 
Gdansk.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Declaring 
that ‘‘peace must be won,’’ Pope John 
Paul II called in his Jan 1, 1984 World 
Day of Peace message for a conversion of 
heart, because, he said, ‘‘it is man who 
kills, and not his sword, or in our day, his 
missiles.” The pope described a world 
beset by war, human rights violations and 
fanatical terrorism. 


Pope John Paul II also noted society’s 
sense of uneasiness and helplessness as a 
result of ‘‘the build-up of conventional, 
chemical, bacteriological and, especially, 
nuclear weapons. 


‘“SHUMANITY’S HELPLESSNESS 
to resolve the existing tensions reveals 
that the obstacles, and likewise the hopes, 
come from something deeper than the 
systems themselves,’’ the pope said. He 
urged a renewal of heart which would 
help change society’s systems and 
institutions. 

“Tt is my deep conviction,’’ he said. 
“Tt is the leitmotiv of the Bible and of 
Christian thought and is, I hope, the 
intuition of many men and women of 
good will, that war has its origins in the 
human heart. It is man who kills, and not 
his sword or, in our day, his missiles.’’ 

In the talk, which stressed the danger of 
the arms build-up, unequal distribution 
of the world’s goods, power struggles 
between nations, and lack of 


development in poor countries, the pope

said that hope still exists and that people 
‘‘must refuse to give in to fatalism and 
discouragement.”’ 


“POSITIVE SIGNS are already 
piercing the darkness,’’ he said. 
Humanity is becoming aware of the 
indispensable 
peoples and nations, he said. 

‘‘The reduction of arms, controlled and 
worldwide, is considered by many a vital 
necessity,’’ he added. ‘“There are many 
calls to use every means in order to banish 
war from the horizon of humanity. There 
are also many new appeals for dialogue, 
cooperation and reconciliation, and 
numerous fresh initiatives. The pope is 
anxious to encourage them.” 


In his talk, the pope noted the 
obligation of every person ‘‘to do_his or 
her share in the establishment of peace in 
the world without passing on the duty to 
others. 


“IN . THEIR conversations and 
actions, they must feel concerned for all 
their brothers and sisters who are part of 
the same human family, even if they live 
at the other end of the world.’’ 


The pope pointed out, however, that 
political leaders bear a_ special 
responsibility to work for peace. 


“They more than others must be 
convinced that war is in itself irrational 
and that the ethical principle of the 
peaceful settlement of conflicts is the only 
way worthy of man,’’-he said. 


HE ACKNOWLEDGED a country’s 
right to defend itself, but stressed that 
‘the dreadful risks of the arms of massive 
destruction must lead to the working out 
of processes of cooperation and 
disarmament which will make war in 
practice unthinkable. 


‘‘Peace must be won,”’ he said. ‘‘All 
the more so, the conscience of political 
leaders must forbid them to allow 
themselves to - be carried away in 
dangerous adventures in which passion 
overrides justice. They must not sacrifice 
uselessly the lives of their fellow-citizens 
in such adventures, or provoke conflicts 
among others, or use the pretext of the 
precariousness of peace in one region in 
order to extend their authority into new 
territories. These leaders must weigh all 
this in their minds and consciences, and 
exclude political opportunism. They will 
render account for this to their people and 


their God.”’

The pope also noted the contributions 
of youths and women in the peace efforts. 


YOUTHS, HE said, ‘‘certainly aspire 
more than others to peace, and many of 
them are prepared to devote their 
generosity and their energies to peace. 
Let them show inventiveness at its 
service, without abandoning clear- 
sightedness, and so let them show the 
courage to weigh up all the aspects of 
long-term solutions.”’ 


He also called on women, to ‘‘advance 
the spirit of peace in their care to ensure 
the preservation of life and in their 
conviction that real love is the only power 
which can make the world livable for 
everyone.” 

In his message, the pope also 
emphasized that peace cannot come 
without justice and pointed out that while 
the conflict between East and West 
‘“‘monopolizes the attention,’’ it ‘‘should 
not overshadow another more 
fundamental tension between North and 
South.”’ 

“HERE,’’ HE said, “‘it is the 
_question of the growing contrast between 
the countries that have had an 
opportunity to accelerate their 
development and increase their wealth, 


and countries locked in a condition of 
underdevelopment. 


‘‘This,’? he added, ‘‘is another gi- 
gantic source of opposition, 
bitterness...especially as it is fed by many 
kinds of injustices.’ 


The pope also pointed out that peace 
without justice will not last. 


“PEACE IS authentic if it is the fruit 
of justice,’’ he said. ‘‘And a society is just 
and human if it respects the fundamental 
rights of the human person. Moreover, 
the spirit of war rises and grows strong 
where the inalienable rights of man are 
violated. Even if dictatorships and 
totalitarianism temporarily suppress the 
complaints of exploited and oppressed 
human beings, the just person clings to 
the conviction that nothing can justify this 
violation of the rights of man.”’ 


He added, that, ‘‘however paradoxical 
it may appear, the person who deeply 
desires peace rejects any kind of pacifism 
which is cowardice or the simple 
preservation of tranquillity. In fact those 
who are tempted to impose their 
domination will always encounter .the 
resistance of intelligent and courageous 
men and women, prepared to defend 
freedom in order to promote justice.”

One of the most significant Catholic 
news stories in 1983 was the Church and 
the Bomb — not only in the United 
States, but in Western Europe. 


It was the year the U.S. bishops issued 
their pastoral letter on nuclear deterrence, 
but statements on the subject also came 
from the Dutch, West German, Irish, 
British, Belgian, French and Japanese 
bishops. a 

POPE JOHN Paul II spoke out on 
nuclear arms issues several times, and his 
secretary of state, Cardinal Agostino 
Casaroli, deliveréd a major speech on the 
topic during a visit to the United States. 
The head of the Vatican’s Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith, Cardinal 
Joseph Ratzinger, addressed the issue at 
length in an interview with a West 
German national news magazine. 


Pope John Paul opened 1983 with a 
New Year’s Day plea to world leaders ‘‘to 
work in common’”’ for a ‘“‘progressive 
reduction in armaments, nuclear or 
conventional.’’ Disarmament cannot be 
“‘unilateral,’’ he said, but must be done 
by ‘‘the powers which confront one 
another...in equal measure.”’ 


Two weeks later he addressed the same 
topic in his annual beginning-of-the-year 
meeting with the Vatican ambassadors of 
governments around the world. He urged 
governments to engage in disarmament 
negotiations, ‘‘forcing. themselves to 
achieve, without delay, the maximum 
reduction.”’ 


CLOSE ON the heels of the papal 
pleas came a Jan. 18-19 meeting of 
Vatican, U.S. and European Church 
representatives in Rome to discuss, 
behind closed doors, the controversial 
second draft of the U.S. pastoral, which 
had been released the previous October. 


Although critics of the pastoral sought 
to portray the meeting as a high-powered 
Vatican-European effort to reverse its 
direction, confidential official reports on 
the meeting, which were leaked to the 
press in March, put it in a different light. 


Those reports showed that the critiques 
by European bishops and Vatican officials 
were essentially the same as criticisms 
offered by members of the U.S. hierarchy 
in discussing the draft two months earlier. 
In the main, these were aimed not at 
changing the basic directions of the 
document but at fine-tuning it and 


clarifying the difference between basic 
moral principles of Catholic teaching and 
the prudential application of those 
teachings to specific nuclear questions. 


“THE BASIC thrust of the document 
will remain intact. During the meeting, in 
fact, there was great support for that,”’ 
Archbishop (now Cardinal) Joseph 
Bernardin of Chicago, chairman of the 
drafting committee, said after the Vatican 
meeting. 

The third draft of the U.S. pastoral, 
released in early April, started another 
round of stormy headlines and national 
debate, comparable to those provoked the 
previous June and October with the 
distribution of the first two drafts of the 
letter. 


Long before the May 2-3 Chicago 
meeting at which they finally voted on the 
pastoral, approving it by a 238-9 margin, 
the bishops had already achieved one of 
the chief aims of the pastoral, to make the 
moral dimensions of the nuclear 
deterrence issue an integral part of the 
public debate on the subject. 


NOR WAS the debate over the U.S. 
pastoral confined to the United States. In 
West Germany, where the bishops were 
at work on their own pastoral, successive 
drafts of the U.S. document were 
translated into German and _ widely 
distributed and debated. In France, when 
Father Gerard Defois, secretary general 
of the French Bishops’ Conference, was 
quoted by a Paris daily to the effect that 
the January Vatican meeting had been a 
confrontation between U.S. and 
European bishops, it created a national 
stir. He wrote several articles and letters 
over the next month, repudiating the 
newspaper article as a misrepresentation 
of his views and praising the U.S. bishops 
for their ‘‘valuable’’ leadership and 
“‘courage’’ in addressing the issues. 


When the U.S. bishops finally met 
May 2-3 in Chicago to amend and vote 
on the pastoral, a record 450 journalists, 
or nearly two reporters for every bishop, 
registered to cover the meeting. 

The most substantive changes that the 


body of bishops made in the final 
document clearly strengthened their 


‘opposition to any nuclear policies or 


strategies that might allow for first use of 
nuclear weapons, massive nuclear 


retaliation to a nuclear attack, or the 
concept of ‘‘limited’’ nuclear war. 


MEANWHILE THE West German

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bishops had finished the final touches on 
their own war and peace pastoral and 
released it April 27. Copies in English, 
translated by the German Bishops’ 
Conference, became available in the 
United States in early May. 


The West German bishops clearly took 
a different approach than their U.S. 
counterparts in many ways, most notably 
in their decision not to enter into an 
explicit moral debate over specific 
questions of nuclear policy or strategy. 
They also devoted more space and 
emphasis than the U.S. bishops did to the 
threat of Soviet domination and the 
political goals of nuclear deterrence, and 
they expressed greater skepticism about 
the total pacifist option as a choice for 
individuals. 


In the face of the Soviet totalitarian 
threat, the West German _ hierarchy 
suggested a presumption in favor of the 
morality of the policies of free, democratic 
governments, while the U.S. bishops 
were clearly critical of specific policies 
currently in place, notably the inclusion 
of a nuclear first use option in 
U.S.-NATO ‘‘flexible response’ defense 
policy. 

BUT IN fundamentals of moral 
evaluation of nuclear deterrence policy, 
the West German and U.S. pastorals 
were closely parallel. Both insisted that 
deterrence could be accepted only under 
strict moral conditions, among them tbat 
the only immediate goal could be 
preventing war, not waging it, that any 


‘quest for (nuclear) superiority’ was a . 


morally unacceptable policy, and that 
nuclear deterrence policy must have as its 
final goal politically negotiated 
progressive disarmament. 


Because they did not enter into detailed 
analysis of nuclear policy, the West 
German bishops’ statement was only half 
the length of the 45,000-word U.S. 
document. 

Another notable development in May 
was the appearance of a lengthy interview 
with German-born Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger, prefect of the Vatican’s

Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, by Der Spiegel, a West German 
national news magazine. 

IN THE eight-page interview 
Cardinal Ratzinger defended the U.S. 
bishops’ condemnation of the first use of 
nuclear weapons and said they were right 
in accepting only a temporary role of a 
first-use threat in defense policy ‘‘on the 
presupposition that it is made 
unnecessary as rapidly as possible.”’ 


The cardinal also articulated the Holy 
See’s position in defending the right of 
bishops’ conferences not only to reiterate 
general Church teachings but to, go 
beyond that and apply those teachings to 
concrete situations and conditions in their 
own country. 


At the end of May a long analysis of 
nuclear morality appeared in Cuwvilta 
Cattolica, a Rome-based Jesuit magazine 
whose main editorials and articles are 
understood to reflect Vatican thinking. 


THE WRITER, Italian Jesuit Father 
Giuseppe Derosa, an editorialist for the 
magazine, agreed with the U.S. bishops’ 
conclusions, quoted substantially from 
the U.S. pastoral, and said his analysis 
was “‘inspired’’ by that document. 


In June the Dutch bishops added their 
views on nuclear deterrence by publishing 
their own pastoral letter. Although it was 
a far shorter letter, less than 10,000 words 
long, its spirit, thrust and major 
conclusions were virtually identical to 


- those reached by the U.S. bishops. One of 


the few significant differences was the 
greater prominence the Dutch bishops 
gave to the potential role of the peace 
movement in creating the political and 
moral climate in the world for 
disarmament. 


In July the Japanese and Irish bishops 
added their voices to the chorus of 
opposition to the arms race. 

THE IRISH bishops called permanent 
reliance on nuclear deterrence ‘‘insane”’ 
and declared that current nuclear 
stockpiles ‘‘far exceed any rational

estimate of what deterrence ‘requires.’ 


Citing the same “‘strict conditions’’ 
. that the U.S.; German and Dutch bishops 
had said must be met for a nuclear 
deterrence policy to be morally justifiable, 
the Irish hierarchy said that if elements of 
a nation’s deterrence policy could not 
meet those criteria, the country would 
have a “‘strict moral obligation’”’ to take 
steps, unilaterally if necessary, to change 
its policies. 


The bishops of Japan, the only country 
to have suffered a nuclear attack, called 
for a halt to all further testing, 
deployment or production of nuclear 
weapons, the abolition of all existing 
nuclear weapons, and the establishment 
of nuclear-free zones in East Asia and 
other parts of the world. 


THE CANADIAN bishops, while not 
issuing a pastoral of their own, in July 
congratulated the U.S. bishops for issuing 
a statement that was ‘“‘thoughtful, 


courageous and prophetic’? and a 
‘‘milestone in mankind’s search for 
peace.”’ 


As deployment of U.S. nuclear tactical 
missiles in NATO countries of Western 
Europe approached, the Belgian bishops 
in July defended the deployment of those 
missiles as a legitimate option if 
disarmament talks failed, but they urged 
‘new and repeated initiatives...so that 
the present disarmament talks succeed”’ 
and make deployment unnecessary. 

The Catholic bishops of Scotland that 
same month joined the debate over the 
planned deployment of ‘‘a whole new 
generation of nuclear arms’’ in Great 
Britain. 


AS THE first Euromissiles began to 
arrive in Great Britain in November, the 
bishops of England and Wales issued a 
“statement accepting the principle of 
nuclear deterrence as an interim policy on 
the way toward disarmament, but sharply 
questioning the seriousness of the 
government’s commitment  -to 
disarmament in light of the decision to 


deploy the missiles. 


The French bishops were the only ones 
to strike a significantly different note in 
the growing tide of anti-nuclear 
statements by Catholic bishops. 


In a statement approved by a nearly 
unanimous vote in November, the French 
bishops agreed with others that nuclear 


deterrence must be ‘‘a temporary 


_ response, to halt a limited situation which 


we must get out of as soon as possible,”’ 
but the major thrust of their document 
was to defend the legitimacy of nuclear 
deterrence ‘funder current 
circumstances.”’ 


WHILE FRANCE is one of the 


world’s five major nuclear powers, it is 
not a member of the NATO alliance. Its 
independent nuclear force is far inferior 
to that of the Soviet Union and could only 
be used for. defensive purposes as a 
deterrent against superior Soviet power 
— a fact that Cardinal Ratzinger had 
taken pains to point out when he was 
interviewed by Der Spiegel six months 
earlier. 


The French statement focused on the 
threat of totalitarian domination and 
warned that signs of weakness or 
capitulation by the West could provoke 
the very aggression that nuclear 
deterrence is designed to prevent. Citing 
Soviet domination as the alternative, they 
called the French nuclear deterrent the 
lesser evil, ‘‘without pretending that this 
begets a good.”’ 


In the course of 1983 Pope John Paul II 
made no major analytical statements 
about the morality of nuclear deterrence 
but spoke on a number of occasions about 
the dangers of the arms race and about 
the incentive that ‘‘the frightening specter 
of nuclear holocaust’? should give to 
peace efforts. 


IN OCTOBER the pope wrote to U.S. 
President Reagan and Soviet President 
Yuri Andropov urging continuation of 
arms reduction negotiations. In 


November, when the Soviet Union broke 
off negotiations 


on medium-range 


missiles, Cardinal Casaroli announced 
the Holy See’s readiness ‘‘to make a 
mediation attempt to encourage dialogue 
between the superpowers in favor of 
peace.”’ 


The papal secretary of state also 
delivered a major speech during a visit to 
San Francisco in November, in which he 
outlined the church’s position on the 
moral principles governing questions of 
war, peace and self-defense. 


In the speech he warned that use of the 
world’s nuclear arsenals would be a ‘‘type 
of collective murder-suicide,’’ said that 
the arms race has given ‘‘dramatic 
urgency”’ 
and declared that the potential evils of 
nuclear war call for a ‘‘revision of 
traditional principles of evaluation’’ of 
war.

Fr. Hehir: Study pastoral or potential is wasted

CALDWELL, N.J. (NC) — Catholics 
must study and act on the U.S. bishops’ 
peace pastoral, or the document’s 
potential will be wasted, Father J. Bryan 
Hehir warned in a pre-Christmas speech. 


Father Hehir, secretary-designate of 
the U.S. Catholic Conference 
Department of Social Development and 
World Peace, played a key role in 
preparing the pastoral, The Challenge of 
Peace: God’s Promise and Our Response. He 
spoke to almost 700 people involved in 
pastoral work in the Archdiocese of 
Newark. 


“IF WE do not carry on the discussion 
within the Church, all of the other places 
that have found the document 


interesting...will decide that it’s not being © 


taken seriously,’’ he told the gathering at 
Caldwell College. 


He called Catholic peace efforts ‘‘very 
visible’? and said public discussion of 
peace needs to be ‘‘permeated by a sense 
of hope....The Church can give that 
hope.”’ 

Since nuclear warfare is programmed 
and targets are marked for destruction, 
there will be no time to discuss issues once 


missiles are launched, Father Hehir said. 


“THERE WILL be no six-month 
nuclear war,’’ he said. 


Public debate of peace issues is helping 
to shape national, policy, Father Hehir 
said, but the document is moral rather 
than political in its content. That content 


-was shaped by centuries of Christian 
_ teaching on war and peace, the writings of 


recent popes and the Vatican II 
document, The Church and the Modern 
World. 


Father Hehir emphasized the pastoral’s 
conformity with authentic Church 
teaching and tradition. He said the worst 
thing people could think would be ‘‘that 
bishops went off on their own.’’ The 
pastoral ‘‘rests securely on the teachings 
of the Universal Church and _ was 
designed in terms of that teaching,’’ he 
added. 


IT WAS written to help people 
‘understand the nature of the nuclear 
challenge’ which poses a threat unlike 
that of any other war. 


The pastoral emphasizes that attacks on 
civilian populations cannot be justified 
and notes that the bishops cannot 
conceive of a situation in which a first 


strike by nuclear weapons can be morally 
justified. But the bishops were 
‘frustrated’? by the moral paradox of 
deterrence, he said. 


‘‘Can a nation threaten what it never 
should do? Can it amass weapons it never 
should use?’’ he-asked. ‘‘Beware of any 
person with a_ two-line answer to 
deterrence.”’ 


AS A result, the policy of deterrence is 
not condemned but “‘it is not the basis for 
a long-term peace.”’ 


An important section of the pastoral is 
devoted to ‘‘The Promotion of Peace: 
Proposals and Policies,’’ but this section 
is rarely given much attention by the mass 
media, he said. 


He quoted the document, which says, 
‘‘Peace is more than the absence of war,”’ 
and said even if all nuclear arms were 
abolished tomorrow, ‘‘we wouldn’t have 
peace.”’

out of last July’s dialogue day, said Barry 
Ladendorf, Peace and Justice 
Commission chairman. Ladendorf, a 
parishioner at Ascension parish, is a 
deputy state attorney general. 


The nuclear arms race and ‘‘questions 
related to Central America’’ are the two 
main items currently before the 
Commission, said Ladendorf. ‘‘A lot of 
other issues come to our attention and we 
deal with them, but that’s where our time 
has gone.”’ 


“T don’t feel that we jump into 
anything without looking at the teaching 
of the Church and what the bishops are 
saying,” said Sister Davida of the 

- commission’s work. ‘‘We try to look at 
both sides of an issue before issuing a 


public statement,’’ said Ladendorf. 
‘‘We’re constantly besieged for 
endorsements.” 


THE HIERARCHY, both felt, is 
generally well ahead of the laity on many 
peace and justice issues. ‘The bishops, 
because of their vocation and attention to 
theology have made the connection 
between being Catholic and _ being 
involved in peace and justice,’’ said Sister 
Davida. 


‘‘By and large the laity have not met 
that challenge and recognized the 
connection,’’ she added. 


The pastoral on war and peace, which 
sparked debate both within and outside of 
the Church, was ‘‘probably somewhat of 
a shock to the laity because they are not 
used to seeing bishops exert that kind of 
bold leadership,’’ said Ladendorf. ‘‘But 
it’s not enough just to be a private 
Christian. It means taking an active part 
in the world and being able to recognize 
injustices and not letting them continue.” 


THE PERCEPTION of the Peace and 
Justice Commission’s work within the 
diocese is ‘‘reflected’’ in the requests to

assist in parish-based programs, said 
Ladendorf. There are more than a dozen 
parishes in the diocese that are “‘very 
active’? in peace and justice issues, he 
said, ‘‘and there are some we’ve never 
heard from.”’ 


The purpose of the July dialogue day 
on the pastoral was to get people talking 
on the issue, regardless of their views on 
questions like disarmament or a bilateral 
nuclear freeze, ‘‘and to be open to both 
sides,’’ said Sister Davida. But the Jan. 
21 conference is ‘‘really the apex of what 
we have done as far as the pastoral 
letter.”’ 


Each of the 12 workshops will be given 
twice during the day, noted Ladendorf, 
giving participants the chance to attend 
several. One, Implications of the Pastoral 
Letter for Military Personnel and Defense 
Workers, will be given by a permanent 
deacon of the Oakland diocese who works 
in the defense industry. 


“THERE HAS to be a greater 
openness to see that the Church does have 
a role in public policy,”’ said Ladendorf of 
the Commission’s work and the 
upcoming conference on the bishops’ 
pastoral. ‘‘Individual Catholics have a 
responsibility to be informed on national 
policy issues, recognize their 
responsibilities and not be afraid to take 
action. The Church has a tremendous 
opportunity ‘to be of influence on 
national, state and local issues.’’ 


“The church is not just a faith 
community,’’ he continued, “‘but a social 
institution that’s been around for 2,000 
years and seen nations rise and fall and 
empires come and go. That gives a 
tremendous insight into the human 
condition.”’ 

What is the ultimate goal of the Peace 
and Justice Commission and its efforts? 
‘Ideally, we would make people realize 


there is a broad social commitment, not 
just ‘me and God,’ ”’ said Sister Davida.

Agca knelt before the pontiff and kissed 
his hand. A television crew was allowed to 
film the end of the meeting when the pope 
left the room, the spokesman said. 


AFTER THE meeting, the pope was 
asked by a reporter what took place. 


‘“‘T have spoken to a brother who has 
my complete trust. What was said is a 
secret that will remain between him and 
me,’’ the pope answered. 


The filmed part of the meeting showed 
the pope and Agca leaning toward each 
other with their heads close together as 
they spoke. At one point, Pope John Paul 
held Agca’s arm while Agca whispered 
into the pope’s ear. 


THE 25-year-old Agca, wearing a 
sweater and blue jeans, smiled several 
times during the encounter. 


Speaking later to a group of women 
inmates at the end of his three-hour 
prison visit, the pope called it ‘‘a historic 
day in my life as a man, as a Christian 
and as bishop of Rome.”’ 


‘Today, after more than two years, I 
was able to meet my attacker and repeat 
the forgiveness that I granted him 
immediately after the attack,’’ the pope 
said. 

“THE LORD made it possible for us 
to meet as men and as brothers,”’ he said. 
The pontiff added it was ‘‘marvelous”’ 
that providence had brought about their 
meeting during the current Holy Year of 
the Redemption. 

The pope had reportedly requested the 
meeting as a gesture of reconciliation.

Before the visit, Agca had said he was 
eager to meet the pontiff and had much to 
tell him, according to prison chaplain 
Father Dante Mele. 


Agca, a Turk once convicted in 
absentia of murder in his own country, is 
serving a life sentence in Italy for his 
conviction in the May 13, 1981, attack on 
the pope in St. Peter’s Square. He is 
being kept in Rebibbia prison during the 
current investigation of a possible plot in 
the shooting of the pope. 


HE HAS more than once described 
himself as a ‘‘repentant terrorist’? who is 
sorry for his actions. Four days after Pope 
John Paul was shot, the pope publicly 
forgave Agca and called him a “‘brother”’ 
in a tape recording made from his hospital 
bed. 


During the prayer service in the 
prison’s modern _brick-and-concrete 
chapel, the pope told a hushed audience 
that he, had come to bring them ‘“‘the 
certainty of being loved by God.”’ 


‘‘Whatever the personal episodes that 
anyone carries behind him, whatever the 
disappointing experiences life may have 
had for him, never doubt one thing: In 
heaven there is a good father who knows 
of him and loves him,’’ the pope ‘said. 


‘““WHAT I can give you, as a man and 
a Christian, is above all my respect for 
your person,’’ the pope said.

Are you a missionary at heart?

ENCINITAS — A parishioner at St. 
John Church here is taking an active part 
in channeling a potential $200 million 
American investment in Ireland over the 
next several years. 


James P. Shannon, a La Mesa attorney ’ 
and national director of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, says the money will 
be invested in the depressed Irish 
economy on both sides of the border, and 
that it will be a powerful weapon aimed at 
‘‘institutionalized discrimination’’ 
against Roman Catholics in the six 
counties of Northern Ireland, which is 
part of the United Kingdom. 


SHANNON TOOK part in an Irish- 
American Unit Conference in Chicago 
last summer, which drew several hundred 
delegates from the broad spectrum of 
Irish-American organizations. Also in 
attendance was Bishop Mark J. Hurley of 
Santa Rosa, California. 


Shannon and- Texas businessman 
James Delaney, also a national director of 
the AOH, recently returned from a 
10-day visit to the Republic of Ireland 
and Northern Ireland. They met with two 
past Irish prime ministers; a number of 
local politicians; Cardinal Tomas 
O’Fiach, archbishop of Armagh and the 
Irish primate; the head of the 
Presbyterian Church in Northern 
Ireland;- leading businessmen and 
bankers from both sides of the border; the 
lord mayors of Dublin and Belfast; and 
the leadership of the polarized Catholic 
and Protestant communities in the North. 


While the aim of the Irish Unity 
Conference is the ultimate reunification 
of Ireland, said Shannon, the economic 
recovery of all 32 Irish counties is the 
group’s first objective. Initial returns on 
investments will stay in Ireland, and 
American markets for Irish goods will be 
developed as part of their program. 

THE VISIT of Shannon and Delaney 
was reported widely in the Irish press, 
and the two were followed by a BBC 
television crew during their stay. The 
heavy American investment, said 
Shannon, will go a long way in alleviating 
what the Roman Catholic minority in the 
North says is a deliberate pattern of 
discrimination against them in 
employment. 

A key point of contention between 
many Irish-Americans and the USS. 


government is Shorts Brothers, Ltd., a 
Belfast firm, owned by the British 
government, which manufactures 
airplanes for the U.S. market. 


A number of people, including 
Congressman Mario Biaggi (D-N.Y.) 
have charged that Shorts discriminates 
against Catholics in hiring, and that the 
British have failed to enforce the fair- 
employment laws now on the books. 


“WE TAKE a different position than 
the American goyernment,’’ said 
Shannon. ‘‘We say they (Shorts Brothers) 
do practice institutionalized 
discrimination. Without sanctions, the 
law is of no effect. We learned to face our 
own history of discrimination against 
blacks, and we learned from our 
mistakes. There has to be some 
affirmative action taken in Northern 
Ireland.”’ 


The purchasing power and investment 
potential of 40 million Irish-Americans is 
enormous, said Shannon, and he thinks 
government and business leaders in 
Ireland are well aware of that. 


‘‘We had an impact during those 10 
days. And we must make our own 
political system aware of its own 
responsibilities,’’ he said of what many 
Irish-Americans charge is the 
unwillingness of the U.S. government to 
pressure the British for a solution to the 
Irish question. 


DISUNITY AMONG _Irish- 
Americans in the United States is a 
problem, admits Shannon, and he ‘has 
hopes that the Unity Conference, which is 
headquartered in San Antonio, will 
address a broad spectrum of problems in 
Ireland, not only dealing with political 
and economic and human rights, but also 
fostering education and cultural 
exchanges. 

‘‘Our emphasis is on Ireland as a 
whole,’ he said, ‘‘but we will not 
maintain the status quo.”’ 


One of the projects will be to offer free 
summer vacations in the Republic to 
children, both Catholic and Protestant, 
from the troubled North. In the past, 
Shannon has been active in raising funds 
to bring children from the North to San 
Diego for several weeks during the 
summer, but starting this year, local 
funds will be used to bring the children 
across the border to Eire for the summer 
to foster Irish unification.

easier for women who followed you. I had 
the additional thing that I was a Latin,”’ 
she said. 


AS A member of the American 
Women’s Medical Association she helped 
open medical school doors to other 
women.

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Interfaith marriages on the rise

SAN DIEGO — In an age when American interfaith 
marriages are increasing with no sign of let-up, people 
should “‘be aware’’ of what different faiths have in 
common, one priest said.

‘BOTH PARTIES really need to know their own

There are signs 
intermarriage is increasingly 
acceptable. A 1978 Gallup 
poll found that of the U.S. 
population as a whole, 73 
percent approved of 
Protestant-Catholic 
marriages, compared with

Approval of intermarriage is 
greater among Catholics 
than Protestants, other 
surveys showed.

of people’s minds,’’ Father Penko said. However, some 
Protestant groups remain ‘‘rather adamantly opposed’’ to 
mixed marriages as are Orthodox Jews, he noted. 


THE RATE of intermarriage, especially among 
Catholics, is rising and is expected to continue its upward 
spiral in the United States. The U.S. Catholic 
intermarriage rate in 1950 was about 28 percent; by 1969 
had slowly climbed to almost 34 percent; and was about 
40 percent as of 1981, according to information compiled 
in Empirical Research on Interfaith Marriage in America, 
published by the United States Catholic Conference in 
conjunction with the Catholic University of America. 


The changing attitudes toward intermarriage among 
Catholics are ‘‘reflected’’ in the Church’s position, the 
USCC publication said. 


“In 1917, the Codex Iuris Canonici instructed the clergy 
to ‘deter the faithful from mixed marriage to the best of 
their power. b ze 


Ecumenism ‘suggests that the rigor of the present 
legislation be mitigated regarding mixed marriages...in 
regard to certain norms of ecclesiastical law by which the 
separated brethren often feel offended,’ and by 1970 the 
non-Catholic partner was no longer required to promise 
to raise children of the marriage as Catholics.”’ 


The increase in Catholic intermarriage will affect the 
Department of Family Life and its pre-marriage 
programs, Father Penko said. ‘‘The only effect it would 
have is that we are trying to be more sensitive to the issues

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that are raised in our marriage preparation programs,”’ 
he said. 


The department would never counsel couples not to 
snarry because they had different faiths, ‘“because by the 
time they come to see us they’ve decided to get married.”’ 
That kind of counseling is ‘‘only going to antagonize 
everybody,’’ he said 


INSTEAD, PRE-inarriage programs would steer the 
couple toward prepa*ing to deal with it like any other 
potential difference in a marriage. “‘It comes down to 
knowing your religion, to knowing your spouse’s religion 
and being respectfu. of your spouse and your spouse’s 
faith and being supportive — basically the same kinds of 
things you need to do in any marriage that has a 
potentially stressful nature,’’ he said. 


The USCC publication has detailed statistics showing, 
‘Mixed Protestant-Catholic marriages are more likely to 
end in divorce thin either Protestant or Catholic same- 
faith marriages, but it is unclear whether mixing religions 
is a cause of instability, or just another characteristic of 
people who are less likely to have stable marriages of any 
kind.”’ 


Father Penk« does not think intermarriage is the cause 
of the higher d.vorce rate. ‘‘I would not draw a conclusion 
that mixed-religion marriages are more likely to end in 
divorce,’’ he said. 


HE ‘“‘RARELY”’ counsels couples who state religious 
differences as a reason for their problems. One recent 
well-publicized exception he recalled was the case where 
two Catholics married and had a family and split up when 
the wife joined the schismatic Tridentine Catholic sect. 


That became a civil case where the husband sued the 
Tridentines and won, claiming ‘‘alienation of affection”’ 
from his family. That sort of problem is rare, Father 
Penko noted. 


There is no evidence of a higher rate of marriage failure 
for mixed marriages at the San Diego diocesan marriage 
tribunal, Father John Proctor, the vice officialis, said. 
‘“My experience tells me...mixed marriages have about 
the same rate of failure as same-religion marriages.”’ In 
1982, for instance, of all the cases for annulment received 
by the San Diego tribunal, 152 involved mixed 
marriages, 76 involved two non-Catholics, and 324 came 
from same-religion marriages. 

‘““THERE DOESN’T seem to be an internal factor 


indicating that mixed marriages are any less or more 
successful than marriages between two people of the same 


THE USCC ener conunued: “By 1966, the Decree rate ‘faith,’” F ather Proctor has found. 


Father Proctor has seen some statistics that indicate the 
rate of marital success is ‘‘at least slightly higher’’ for 
people who ‘“‘take religion seriously’’ and make it a part 
of their home life. 


Mixed marriages clearly are and will continue to be a 
concern of the Church. ‘‘Most denominations still prefer 
same-religion marriages...We accept it because it is a 
reality,’ Father Penko said. 

DEALING WITH interfaith marriages will require 
bréaking the old emphasis on differences between 
religious traditions, Father Penko said. 


‘For centuries, Catholics and Protestants stressed their 
differences...and really tended to ignore their common 
beliefs. It’s far more important to be aware of what we 
have in common,’’ he said.

Cranston says ‘no credits’ 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — Sen. Alan Cranston 
(D-Calif.), responding to a letter from Cardinal Timothy 
Manning of Los Angeles, said he does not believe tuition 
tax credits for families with children in private schools can 
be justified. 


‘‘Although I have supported the participation of 
private schools in many federal education programs, I 
don’t believe we can justify the enormous cost of tax 
credits for private education — about $4 billion a year — 
when so many public school programs have been 
drastically reduced to achieve lower government spending 
levels,’’ said Cranston, a Democratic candidate for 
president in 1984. 


SUPPORTERS OF the tax credit proposal have said 
the annual cost of the current proposal would be closer to 
$700 million, not $4 billion, when fully implemented. 


Cranston said guaranteed access to free public 
education ‘‘is one of the foundations and strengths of our 
democratic society’? and said large-scale support for 
educational alternatives can come only when that 
obligation of providing a quality education for every 
American child is met.
